Postm aster Lawrence E. Oyler to­ 
day reminded townsfolk th a t the 
tim e has come to begin shipping 
Christm as packages to men over­ 
seas with the armed forces, a n ­ 
nounced th at starting October I the 
airm ail rates are scheduled for a 
drop and further announced th at Services Today For 
Uncle Sam s postal service is going 
to observe a National Letter W rit­ 
ing week in October. 
Taking things in chronological or­ 
der he announced th a t beginning 
October I those sending airm ail let­ 
ters will be able to ship their letters 
by air for five cents an ounce both 
to anybody living within the U. 8. 
or any soldier, sailer, marine, or civ­ 
ilian working for the arm ed forces 
who gets his mail through an APO 
or FPO 
The new rate of a nickel an ounce 
is more than a 50 per cent reduction 
in the case of the men in the armed 
forces overseas and a drop of three 
cents in continental mail. Up to Oc­ 
tober I the regular eight cents an 
ounce for air mall in the U. S. will 
continue as will the she cents per 
half ounce date for airm ail to over­ 
seas installations. 
Xmas Mailing Dates 
While the airmail rate in the U. S. 
has been dropped rates to folks 
overseas continue as before and lo­ 
cal residents who may want to drop 
a chatty letter to W inston C hurch­ 
ill will be clipped 30 cents per half 
ounce, and the rate for an airm ail 
to Uncle Joe Stalin is practically 
out of this world, probably due to 
w eather conditions over Yugoslavia. 
In regard to Christm as packages 
to Uncle Sam s nephews in service 
overseas, Postm aster Oyler reports 
th a t for the army men October 15 to 
November 15 are the dates during 
which packages may be sent without 
a request from the soldier. 
For those men who are stationed 
in China, the Middle East, India 
and the Pacific Islands, the post­ 
m aster suggests Christm as gifts be 
sent prior to November I because of 
the distances th at the parcels m ust 
travel. 
Those packages sent to the men 
overseas during the period October 
15 to November 15 should be m ark­ 
ed “Christm as Parcel” and the letter 
carriers will do their darndest to 
get them there before December 25, 
Oyler added. 
One Package Weekly Limit 
The Christmas packages to men 
overseas are not to exceed 70 pounds 
or be over IOO inches in length and 
girth. Postm aster Oyler points out 
however th a t th at size and weight 
should be big and heavy enough to 
take care of most anything one 
wishes to send. 
He adds th at the arm y suggests 
th a t the sender 
send 
something 
th at the soldier has not got enough 
of already, such as food and cloth­ 
ing, in the Christm as package. The 
navy, marines and coast guard, who 
can receive packages without re­ 
quest at any time suggest th a t folks 
send the Christm as packages not 
later than October 15 in order th a t 
they may get to the men on time. 
No one may send more th an one 
Christm as package per week to the 
same person overseas. 
As to National Letter W riting 
Week, scheduled from October 13 
to 19 the postm aster suggests th at 
the idea is self explanatory. The 
m otto for the week is “Make Some 
one Feel Better. W rite Today!” and 
everybody is urged to take advan 
tage of the week to get off th a t 
letter to an old friend th a t he has 
been

The rejected report was aimed at 
lifting the restriction that no one 
may remarry in the church during 
the lifetime of a former mate ex­ 
cept the innocent party to a divorce 
granted on grounds of 
adultery. 
The commission on matrimony re­ 
commended that remarriage be per­ 
mitted whenever the bishop of a 
diocese determines that a broken 
marriage has not been a true union 
of body, mind and spirit. 
While the House' of Bishops was 
to consider the special committee’s 
report, the proposal for the possible 
merger of the Episcopal church with 
the Presbyterian church was to be 
discussed further in the House of 
Clerical and Lay deputies.
